‘Last year someone suggested 
that for each concert we 
incorporate the various styles of 
music: rock, blues, jazz, soul, 
and folk. The first concert of the 


year, held ‘during freshmen 
orientation, was a fold 
performance by Turley 


Richards. The second concert of 
the year was scheduled to offer 
hard rock. But, it was later 
discovered that the Blues Image 


_ dealt more with jazz than hard 


rock and Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company had changed their 
earlier style of hard rock to their 
present style blues. 

Therefore, the concert 
scheduled during Fall Weekend 
was to deal with two styles of 
music. So blues and soul were 
decided upon for the next 
concert. 

On Saturday, October 31st 
Wilson Pickett and the James 
Cotton Blues Band will perform 
in the gymnasium of the Student 
Center. Wilson Pickett started 
his career as a spiritual singer in 
Detroit. When his family moved 
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to Alabama, Wilson stayed on in 
Detroit with some local Gospel 
groups. This is where Willie 
Schoefield of the Falcons, one 
of the hottest groups at that 
time, discovered him. Pickett 
soon became their lead singer. 
During his association with the 
Falcons he wrote one of their 
biggest hits “I Found a Love,” 
and went he ventured out onto 
his own he wrote, “If You Need 
Me.” One of his more recent hits 
was ‘Mustang Sally,” and, 
“Land of 1000 Dances.” 


The James Cotton Blues Band 
is scheduled to play the same 
night. The band has been 
described as “... truly one of the 
blues’ greats,’ by the San Diego 
Evening Tribune, “‘... remarkable 
virtuosity.. by the Rolling and 
their performance was said to be 
“compelling” by Cashbox. 

James Cotton was born in 
Mississippi. His parents worked 
in the cottonfields and their 
only relief from monotony was 
the radio. It was at this time that 
Cotton became enamored with 
Sonny Boy Williamson, a great

blues harmonica players. 


Cotton ran away from home 


to join up with Sonny and soon 
had learned all Sonny could 
teach him. 

Then Cotton met Muddy 
Waters. Waters had just lost his 
harp player and asked Cotton to 
sit-in for one night. A one night 
gig turned into a twelve year 
musical rapport which lasted 
until June 1966 when he formed 
his own band. 

They made such a funky 
sound that, “Playboy,” told it’s 
readers, “if you buy only one 
blues album this year make it 
this one.” This quote was in 
reference to their first album, 


“The James Cotton Blues 
Band.” 
Their second album, ‘Pure 


Cotton,” scored heavily with the 
critics and their latest, “Cotton 
in Your Ears,’ scored even 
heavier. 


For those who have never 
heard “good” blues in concert, 
the Cotton Band sounds like an 
experience in which everyone 
can gain something.

“S. F.: Wave of the Future;” 
this is the opinion of Liberal 
Arts English instructor, Matt 
Crofton who is interested in 
teaching what he calls a 
“Speculative Fiction” (S.F.) 
course at BTCC. Crofton talked 
about speculative fiction at last 
Thursday’s (October 15) 
Student Senate Meeting. He was 
invited to speak before the 
group by Student Senate 
President, Robert DiNunzio, 
who is a science fiction fan. 
Brave New World, Stranger In a 
Strange Land, The Lord of the 
Rings, The Foundation Trilogy, 
I Robot, and Dangerous Visions 
are a few examples of the kinds 
of work Crofton — propases 
should be examined in such a 
course. 

S. F. versus S. F. 

Crofton says he likes to use 
the term “Speculative Fiction” 
instead of. science fiction 
because he _ believes science 
fiction has many undesirable 
connotations. “‘My basic premise 
is simply this: good science 
fiction is good fiction. On the 
other hand, there is a lot of 
meaningless junk written so that; 
when many people’ hear the 
words “‘science fiction” they 
immediately begin to think 
almost exclusively in terms of 
gadgetry: whirring computers, 
lights blinking on and off, and 
rocket ships blazing away. 
Speculative fiction is a better 
term because it does not carry 


the burdensome freight of 
misleading connotations and 
because it is more of an 
all-encompassing term. It 


includes such non-futuristic, yet 
highly imaginative works of 
fantasy as, for instance, J. R. R. 
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.Wave of the Future 


Tokien’s “The Lord of the 
Rings.” 
What S. F. does 

“Traditionally thought 
literature contains the values of 
the past. Speculative fiction 
(S.F.) examines modern values 
or trends and extrapolates them 
into an imagined world — 
usually a future world. It holds 
up a vision of the future as a 
mirror which reflects the nature 
of modern men and _ the 
direction he is travelling.” 

S. F. Questions 

a: F. basically asks 
questions. What, for example, 
are the implications for mankind 
of a society which has become 
increasingly dependent on more 
and more drugs to ease pain 
and/or provide release from 
emotional tension?” 

S. F. Answers - 

“S. F. provides answers. 
Aldous Huxley’s Brave New 
World describes a society in 
which pain has been eliminated. 
No one suffers! ... except one 
lonely straggler who has been 
hiding out in the old world 
where women still give birth to 
children!” _ - 

“But the reader is implicitly 
forced to ask questions again. If 
no one suffers, does anyone 
experience joy? Without pain is 
joy possible? S. F. often begins 
and ends with questions.” Why 
SuF.? 


When asked why he was 
particulary in this genre of. 
fiction, Crofton gave several 
reasons. “S. F. asks questions 


about modern society. I find 

that curiosity stimulating. In 

addition because S. F. oft 

provides answers by sketching in

Most of 
what Huxley wrote in the 
thirties is already true today.”

S. F. helps us understand 
ourselves better. Valentine 
Michael Smith, hero of Robert 
A. Heinlein’s classic Stranger In 
a Strange Land, is half Martian, 
half human. Born on Mars, 
Smith returns to earth endowed 
with physical, intellectual, and 
moral qualities far different than 
the average earthling. Violence is 
unknown to him. Human 
patterns of sexual behavior, 
friendship even perception are 
totally alien to Smith. S. F.’s 
uniquely objective view is 
epitomized in this superman. We 
as readers, see our strange and 
imperfect selves more 
objectively because Heinlein has 
us looking at ourselves through 
the eyes of an imaginary ideal 
being. 
Built-in Humor 

The following example will 


suffice to show what I have been 
talking about and will also 
illustrate a final characteristic 
which I enjoy as much as any in 
S. F. > rand-“sthat>> ists 
built-in-humor. Heinlein’s hero, 
Smith, who has no familiarity 
with guns, is described watching 
a man climb out of an aircar 
with a gun in his hand. Smith 
“sroks,” (sizes up) the situation 
like so: 

Smith was almost certain it 


was a gun. 
He examined it against the 
definition in Webster’s New 


International Dictionary of the 
English Language, Third Edition, 
published in Springfield, 
Massachusetts. Yes, it was a gun 
— not alone in shape but also in 
wrongness that surrounded and 
penetrated it. Smith. looked 
down the barrel, saw how it 
must function, and wrongness 
stared back at him.

Faculty Association Explained

The purposes of the Faculty 
Association and the Faculty 
Senate are one and the same. 
The Senate is but an executive 


instrument of the Association. | 


While it properly provides 
leadership for the Association in 
recommending, advising, and 
persuading; the Senate cannot 
unilaterally make final decisions 
on substantive matters of 
concern to the membership of 
the Association. In addition to 
this role, the Senate provides the 
machinery through which the 
affairs of the Association are 


carried forward in a continuing © 


and orderly manner. 

The purposes of the 
Association are clearly set forth 
in the Constitution of that body 
as adopted April 25, 1967: 


ARTICLE II, Section 1 — to 
provide a forum where members 
of the faculty may express their 
ideas and have a voice in the 
continuing development of the 


College and its academic 
policies. 

ARTICLE II, Section 2 — to 
recommend improvements 


regarding curriculum, 
instruction, and the welfare of 
students and faculty. j 

ARTICLE II, Section 3 — to 
promote inter-departmental 
understanding. 

ARTICLE II, Section 4 — to 
provide the means for the on 
going study of educational 
problems and for the intellectual 
and cultural growth of the 
College personnel. 

ARTICLE II, Section 5 — to 
review personne! policies and 
assist. the administration and the 


Board of Trustees in the 
improvement of personnel 
status. 


In terms of constitutional 
structure, the Faculty Senate isa 
committee of the Association 
with carefully prescribed duties. 
It is made up of the four officers 
(chairman, vice-chairman, 
secretary, and treasurer— 
parliamentarian) Of is. the 
Association and seven Senators 
elected at large within the 
Association. As an elected body, 
it can be assumed that it will 
reflect the interests of its 
constituency. This it seeks to do. 
Because the size of the 
Association at this point in time 
does. not prohibit, substantive 


matters are referred to 
membership for definitive 
action.
